Zacharias W. Haynks. 

Zacharias W. Haynes, for more 
than thirty years a teacher in the 
North Carolina Institution, died 
on Thursday evening, April 5th, of 
pneumonia, at Morgan town, N. C. 

His remains were taken to 
Raleigh, and interred at Oakwood 
Cemetery, on Saturday, the 7th. 

Zacharias W. Haynes was born 
near the little village of Ilampion- 

ville, Yadkin County, North Caro- 
lina, April . r >th, 1H48. Ho spent his 
boyhood days upon a farm 
amidst a happy family circle of 
father, mother, three brothers and 
three sisters. It was in the ante hel- 
ium days, when North Carolina 
could boast of large ami well cul- 
tivated farms. Upon one of these 
Mr. Haynes lived. He often said 
that from among the pleasant " ro- 
OOllectlons of his childhood," there 
comes the memory of the frolics and 
games Ik* played with the young 
negro boys of tin* household of his 
father's slaves. 

At the age of eleven years he lost 
his hearing by typhoid fever. He 
attended the public, schools before 
losing his hearing, and for a while 
after becoming deaf, but not total- 
ly deaf, did not receive any ap- 
parent benefit. In the autumn of 
IHill he entered the North Cirolina 
School for the Deaf and Blind, at 
Raleigh. He was a pupil there 
during those trying days of the 
Civil War, when the work of carry- 
ing on the school was beset on every 
hand w ith extraordinary difficulties 
and disadvantages. 

His account of the hardships of 
the pupils and the struggle of the 
Institution to keep " above board" 
Is pa'hetic (!ov. Vance was a 
great friend of the school, and did 
all he could to keep it "afloat," 
but his means were limited and he 
was powerless to help to any great 
ut. 

The North Carolina Institution 
was the only school for the Deaf in 
flu* South during the war. When 
Gen. Sherman entered the city 
with his 100, 000 men its doors were 
(dosed for a few days. The Gen- 
eral, however, was very kind to the 
Institution, sent loads of provisions 
and soldiers to guard the building, 
and SO the school continued open 
until the usual t i mo for closing in 
June. 

Mr. Haynes was at one time the 
North Carolina, coi respondent of 
the Drak-Mutks' Journal. 

lie was a large man physically, 
and mentally was a man of high 

Intelligence. His character was 

beyond reproach, and his record 
will remain as a long and blame- 
less and useful life in the uplifting 

and education of his class.

On the banks of the Hiisdon, 
high up on a knoll, every foot of 
wb lot) is sacred iu the history of the 
American Revolution, there stands 
today one of the most interesting 
I'lishments to be found any- 
where. 1 1 is the New York Deaf 
and Dumb Institute, situated at 
1 5 1 1 1 Street and Washington Ave- 
nue, New York Cily. Several 
hundred boys and girls are being 

eared fo* and educated here. The 
buildings are large and specially 
designed, and the grounds surround- 
ing them extensive, lint il is only 

to the horticultural part of the 

institute that we wish to dmw at- 
tention, and the greatest credit is 
due Prof, B. II. Currier for the es- 
tablishing and maintenance of this 
beautiful section of the educational 

department. At one side of tbe 

lawns stand a group of model 
D bouses, a rose house, a carna- 
tion house, general plant house and 
a fine conservatory, all of which 
tilled with stock in the best of 
condition. The cut flowers and 
plants are used In the painting and 
designing classes at the school, but 
the most Important is the 
horticultural class, consisting Of 85 
boys, who daily work among the 
plants in the greenhouses, and 
lit Common sense, practical 
lessons in gardening by 0U1 friend, 
Arthur K. Petit, who has charge of 
Ihe plants and grounds. 

Some of ihe very finest cyclamen 
ever seen in New York City have 
been grown at this place, and by 

what we aaw there at the time of 

our visit (his reputation is in no 
danger. Mr Petit is getting a fine 
batch of pelargoniums Into shape, 

and hopes to be able to exhibit 
them at some show when in bloom. 
The visitor fo these greenhouses 

during school boors will see much 
of Interest. The students are 
mul' the plants ami Mowers, 

but there is a language understood 
between them. Affliction seems to 
much of its darkness among 
the brightness and fragrance of 
(lowers. All honor lo those who 

mice the Influence and im 
portanoe of horticulture.

The Rev. Dr. Edward Horatio 

Kriius, rector of SI. Matthew'* 
Protestant Episcopal Chnreh, at 
No. 28 West Eighty-fourth Sireet, 
died Friday eight at his residence, 
No. 234 Centra] Park West, from 
acute pneumonia, at the age of 

flfty-HoviMi years. He was taken 

sick on Monday, April 2d, with 
what, seemed a simple cold. On 
Tuesday he sent a messenger to 
Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, asking him io 
officiate at St. Matthew's on that 
evening. Dr. Gallaudet did ho, and 
also culled at Dr. Krans' home. 
On Wednesday he grew worse, and 
continued to sink, until at 1 1 o'clock 

Friday night, when he died of heart 
failure. 

Dr. Krans was horn at St. Arm- 
and, ill the Province of Quebec. 

Re studied law for a time, bul latei 
entered the General Theological 
Seminary. He was ordained l<> the 
diaconate in the Episcopal Cburoh 
in 1869, and became assistant 
minister of St. Mark's Chinch in Ihis 
city. After a pastorate of live years 
in Boston he returned in L874tothl8 
city, and became Assistant Elector 
of St. Ann's Church for Deaf-Mutes 
in 18th Sireet near Fifth Avenue 
His work was almost, exclusively 
coniined to the bearing attendants 
of the church. In 1893, Rev. Dr. 
Gallaudet became Rector Emeritus, 
and Rev. Dr. Krans Rector, which 
office he filled until the consoli- 
dation of SI. Ann's and St. Mat- 
thew's occurred. 

Dr. Krans was Vice- President of 
the Church Mission to Deal Mutes, 
and was seldom absent from its 
meetings. He was trustee and First 
Vice-President of the New York 

Graduates' Society of McGlll Uni- 
versity, and President of the New 
York Churchmen's Association. 
He was one of the originators, and 

during two terms President of the 

New York Clcrieus. 

The funeral services were held at 
St. Matthew's Church, at ten o'clock 
Monday morning, April 9th, and 
were Largely attended.

We should like to see the New 
York Home for aged deaf, recently 
destroyed by fire, rebuilt, and we 
think it can easily he done If all 
the deaf of the State lend a help- 
ing hand. It should be their pride 
to do so. The institution, if we 
mistake not, belongs to all the deaf 
of the State, and hence all should 
DC loyal in its support. With her 
great number of schools, her so- 
cieties and clubs, there should be 
little difficulty in raising the re- 
quired amount of money in a very 
short time. Another matter : Why 
not the deaf run the concern them- 
selves as the Ohio Home is. In 
that wiy it would be more an in- 
centive to work for its good. The 
management of the Ohio Home is 
in the hands of the deaf themselves, 
even to the raising the necessary 
funds for its support. There are 
hearing people on the Itoard of 
Managers, but they were placed 
there by the deaf. Religious de- 
nominations should cut, no figure in 
its management. All creeds should 
be admitted, and at, the Ohio Home 
no particular church is favored. 
All the icligious instruction thus 
far given has been delivered by 
teachers. If the management is 
put under a particular denomina- 
tion, there will be sure to be a lack 
of interest evinced by the others. 
Again, we hope all the deaf ol New 
Yoik will come to the rescue of the 
charity.

The Dardaaelle* 

Tbe Dardanelles is a fovorite 
place in myeholojry and hintory. 

Its banks and waters are rich in 
the memories of famous men and 
happenings. 

The Dardanelles is the Helles- 
pont of old. The place is sacred 
to the memory of Hero and Lean- 
der. It is a narrow strip of 
water scarcely a mile in width 
and hardly foJty in length. It 
connects the Sea of Marmora with 
the Grecian Archipelago. The 
current is swift and strong and the 
steep cliffs frown down on the puf- 
fing steamship of to-day very much 
in the same way that they looked 
npon the shield skirted, long-oared 
boat that battled at Salamis. And 
from the, beginning of history the 
strait has served as a narrow me- 
dium of communication between the 
learning and civilization of the 
West and superstition of the Orient. 

Its earliest history reeked with ro- 
mance. Every one knows the story 
of tbe Golden Fleece, which was 
instrumental in giving it its name 
H »1 lest ton t. Phrixius and Helle, 
the children of Athamus, the Prince 
of Bceotia, were about to be sacri- 
ficed to Jupiter, when they were 
saved by their mother, Nephela, 
who mounted them on a lam I) of 
the Golden Fleece, which could sail 
through the air and tread the 
waters. But fate pursued, and 
while crossing this narrow strait 
Holle fell off and perished. The 
place was named for her, Helle, 
and the Greek word, pastas, for 
sea. And thus came the name 

Of all the mythological tales that 
hover about tbe strait none is more 
beautiful than that of Hero and 
Leander. Its tender sentiment has 
bean tbe inspiration of more than 
one poet. The ill- starred Marlowe 
made it the subject of an exquisite 
creation. Both Goethe and Sctaill 
•r have adorned the German with 
the story of tbe fatal love, and 
Keats, in a sonnet has treated the 
subject in some of bis most ex- 
qumite verse. 

Hero and Leander lived on op- 
posite shores of tbe Hellespont. 
H'-ro was as fair as tbe fairest of 
the Grecian virgins and Leander 
was a young Apollo. She lived at 
Sestos on the European shore, and 
his boms was at A by doe, on the 
shore of the Asia. Leander loved 
Hero dearly; in fact, so dearly that 
be swam the Hellespont every night 
to see his mistress. Whenever she 
wanted hint to come she stood out 
on a cliff and waved a torch. And 
tbe sign of fire was given every 
night. But there came a time when 
the torch was waved and when 
Leander started to breast the 
waters. But the waves were high, 
and the gallant lover sank for 
beneath the billows. And when 
the heart-broken maid saw the body 
of her lover washed high upon the 
shore she plunged into the seething 
waters and sought death. Thus 
were Hero and Leander united in 
life and death. 

Another beautiful story ringer* 
about the banks of the Hellespont 
It is said that the domains of the 
foolish king Midas overlooked the 
waters. Hawthorne has told the 
story of the greedy monarch and 
bis little Marigold ; how he soon 
tired of the touch of gold and was 
siek at heart that there was so 
much wealth. Ancient Troy, that 
place made famous by Homeric 
lines, stood upon the cliffs of the 
Hellespont. Often on their sum- 
mits the fair Helen gazed down the 
rushing water. Recently ruins 
hare been discovered that fixes the 
location of Troy at the Hellespont. 
In one of tbe little islands that 
lie nea g of the strait is 

the island which is said to have 
been tbe home of tbe erratic 
Sappho. 

An interesting fact in connection 
with Hellespont is that it is proba- 
bly the only stream in the world 
that was ever treated to a first 
class flogging. But, for all that, 
it has not behaved any since that 
*e. It happened this way; When 
tbe mighty Xerxes undertook the j 
ii and subjugation of Greece j 
it became necessary to bridge the 
Hellespont. Accordingly an army 
of engineers was dispatched to the 
waters, and for a year they labor- 
ed. As a result a double bridge of 
boats was thrown across, making 
what was called tbe royal high- 
way into Greece. And then, after 
eight years of preparation, a violent 
storm arose and much of the work 
was destroyed. Then the ire of the 
monarch was aroused, aud in a fit 
of rage be ordered that the Helle- 
spont be given 200 lashes. The 
was given with a will, and 
in a curse was placed on 

tbe water. This is the only time 
when the water was whipped, 
the only other similar case is v 
the Atlantic incurred tbe dis- 
-ure of Can.

of Byron. In 1809 he decided to 
emulate Leander. Accordingly on a 
March morning he swam from Sestos 
to Abydos, a distance of one mile, 
but on account of the roughness of 
the waves and the current, he was 
compelled to cover a distance of 
about three miles. Byron accom 
plished the feat in safety, and on tbe 
same night wrote a poem commem- 
orating tbe event. The Hellespont 
figures prominently in the " Bride 
of Abydos." 

The Dardanelles today is strongly 
fortified, and the passage can be 
easily defended. In times of war 
it is a stronghold. It is the key to 
Constantinople, and by the treaty 
Berlin the Sultan obtained the right 
of refusing passage to any vessel 
not having his firman.

This Home was established by 
"The Church Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes," la 1886, on a farm of 156 
acres by the Hudson River, six 
miles below I'oughkeep«ie. It has 
been a comfort already (o upwards 
of forty afflicted people. Friends 
have rallied around this Home so 
that it is entirely free from debt. 
It is intended to receive inmates 
eventually from the whole State of 
New York. People of this class 
have all been educated, but have 
broken down in the battle of life. 
Several of the inmates are deaf and 
dumb and blind. 

On Sunday night, Feb. 18th, the 
main building and the wing recently 
added for the men, were destroyed 
by a sudden aud dreadful fire. 
The inmates — fourteen women and 
efeven men — were bravely rescued, 
and are now comfortable in tempo- 
rary quartets in Poughkeepsie. 

In addition to the insurance, it 
will take $20,000 to give our silent 
friends another Christian Refuge. 
They lost all their personal effects 
in the raging flames. We wquld 
make them glad again as far a 
silile. The Trustees of the Church 
Mission to Deaf-Mutes appeal for 
funds to build a new and better 
Home.
